It appears from an enclosure to its letter request-
;t ing reconsideration that C&W received our decision

on October 27, 1981, and we have held that it is
reasonable to assume that a protester will have

i received our decision within a week of its issuance.
In our view, therefore, C&W's request filed here

i), ' on November 13, 1981, does not appear to meet our
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requirement for timely filing. See Rosa Pen Cov,
Ina.--Reconsideration, B-198803,3, Janaury 22,
1981, 81-1 CPD 34.

Accordingly, C&Was reconsideration request is
dismissed as untimely.
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
